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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  domestic  sugar  market  shows  little  change.  During  the  month  of 
June  the  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York  averaged  6.72 
cents  per  pound  which  was  also  the  average  for  the  first  six  months  of 
1965.  The  spot  price  from  June  28  through  July  12  was  6.70  cents  per 
pound.  There  were  no  changes  in  refined  sugar  prices  during  June. 
The  price  for  refined  cane  sugar  in  the  Northeast  was  10.20  cents  per 
pound  compared  with  the  January-June  1965  average  of  10.16  cents. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  in  the  world  market  reached  a  post  war 
low  of  1.79  cents  per  pound  during  June  with  the  average  for  the  month 
at  1.96  cents  and  for  the  first  six  months,  2.33  cents  per  pound.  On  a 
comparable  basis,  adjusted  for  transportation  and  duty,  the  domestic 
price  for  raw  sugar  was  3.80  cents  per  pound  above  the  world  price 
during  June  and  3.44  cents  above  for  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

Preliminary  reports  of  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  of  sugar  for 
U.  S.  consumption  during  June  totaled  878,000  tons  and  for  the  first 
half  of  the  year  4,615,000  tons.  In  addition  to  these  deliveries,  the.re 
were  about  17,000  tons  of  sugar  physically  delivered  that  had  been  re- 
ported as  constructive  deliveries  at  year  end  1964.  Actual  consumption 
was  somewhat  greater.  During  December  1964  invisible  stocks,  those 
held  by  secondary  distributors  and  sugar  users,  were  increased  about 
100,000  tons  in  anticipation  of  the  shipping  strike  and  during  the  first 
half  of  196  5  most  of  this  increase  apparently  was  worked  off.  Sugar 
deliveries  during  the  high  consuming  months  of  the  third  quarter  may 
be  more  nearly  in  line  with  actual  consumption. 

Quota  sugar  stocks  held  by  refiners  at  the  end  of  June  apparently  were 
only  slightly  lower  than  those  held  at  the  end  of  1964.  The  total  refiner 
stocks  as  of  July  3,  196  5  were  741,000  tons  or  87,  000  tons  less  than  the 
total  stock  at  the  end  of  1964.  However,  the  year  end  total  stock  included 
119,000  tons  of  over  quota  mainland  cane  sugar  which  had  fallen  to 
74,000  tons  by  the  end  of  May  and  was  further  reduced  during  June. 
"With  little  change  in  quota  stocks  refiners'  receipts  of  quota  sugar 
during  January-June  1965  were  about  the  same  as  deliveries  during  this 
period. 
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Beet  sugar  production  from  the  1964  crop  totaled  about  3,250,000  tons 
through  June  1965.  An  additional  50,000  to  60,000  tons  of  sugar  is 
expected  to  be  produced  from  that  crop. 

The  July  Crop  Production  report  of  the  Department  estimated  sugar  beet 
production  from  the  1965  crop  at  21,  568,000  tons  of  sugar  beets.  Based 
on  a  five  year  ( 1960-64)  average  sugar  recovery  from  beets,  production 
of  3,025,000  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  would  be  indicated.  Acres  planted 
for  the  196 5  crop  were  shown  as  1,319, 000  acres  or  140,  000  acres  less 
than  for  the  1964  crop. 

Acreage  for  harvest  for  the  196  5  .  crop  in  the  mainland  cane 
area  was  estimated  as  12.5  percent  less  than  the  1964  crop.  The  esti- 
mate of  the  yield  of  cane  per  acre  was  considerably  above  that  of  last 
year  and  production  of  cane  was  estimated  at  14,010,000  tons  or  only 
338,000  tons  below  the  1964  crop  production.  In  the  absence  of  hur- 
ricane or  freeze  damage  and  assuming  a  five  year  average  recovery  of 
sugar  per  ton  of  cane,  sugar  production  could  amount  to  slightly  more 
than  1,200,000  tons,  raw  value. 

Hawaiian  sugar  cane  production  from  the  1965  crop  was  estimated  at 
10,622,000  tons,  down  slightly  from  last  year's  crop.  Average  sugar 
recovery  would  indicate  sugar  production  of  about  1,070,000  tons  from 
this  crop.  However,  there  is  reason  to  expect  a  higher  than  average 
recovery  and  substantially  greater  production  of  sugar.  Through  July  3, 
1965  sugar  production  totaled  606,000  tons  or  44,000  tons  less  than 
through  July  4,  1964. 

The  Crop  Production  report  does  not  carry  estimates  for  Puerto  Rico 
b^it  through  June  27  sugar  production  from  their   1964-65  crop  totaled 
894,000  tons,  raw  value,  with  their  harvest  nearing  completion.  Total 
crop  year  production  is  expected  to  be  slightly  less  than  900,000  tons, 
raw  value . 
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There  have  been  no  changes  in  refined  sugar  price  quotations  during 
the  first  1Z  days  of  July  and  as  of  July  1Z  the  following  prices  were  in 
effect:

June  Z8,  Announced    revised   processor    allotments    of  the 

1965  1965  sugar  quota  for  the   Domestic    Beet  Sugar 

Area. 

These  revised  allotments  replace  the  preliminary 
allotments  which  have  been  in  effect  since  Jan.  1, 
1965,    but  continue  to  restrict  total  allotments  to 
90  percent  of  the   current     1965     area     quota  of 
2,650,000  short  tons,  raw  value. 

Allotments  announced  today  are  based  on  more  up 
to  date  estimates  of  1964  crop  production,  1964 
marketings  and  January  1,  1965  effective  inven- 
tories (sugar  then  on  hand  plus  old  crop  production 
after  the  first  of  the  year).  The  method  of  allotment 
used  is  the  same  as  that  used  in  determining  the 

preliminary  allotments.  (See  July  Z,  1965  Federal 
Register) . 
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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE

1.  June  1965  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U .  S.  consumption 
878,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary), up  about  32,000  tons  from 
May  1965  and  down  40,000  tons  from  June  1964.

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  May  31,  196  5  were  6,035,638  short 
tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  3,164,979  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  9 ,  200  ,  000  ton  total . 

4.  Regionally,    January-May  deliveries,    1965  as  compared  to  1964, 
were  up  in  3  of  the  5  regions:  Increases  --  North  Central  20.0  percent, 
West  13.7  percent,  South  6.7  percent.  Decreases  --  New  England  down 
4.4  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  down  0.8  percent. 

5.  May  1965  distribution  of  corn  sweeteners  by  corn  refiners  -  the 
equivalent  of  131,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  down  18,000  tons  from 
April  1965  and  down  12,000  tons  from  May  1964.
